So long as tho courts persist in Iho 


present system any body of men may b'o 
sent to .jail anytime thoy eeo F.t to 


drnrlgcry of labor, tho doing of tho 
Bimio thing hour after hour, day after 
day, 
nionth after month nnd year nftcr 


year. Kven Uishop Potter said recently 
that if ho had, far timo ulmontnumcas- 
nrod. to Hit beforo n machlno that 
would bito off a piece of iron nnd twist 
it into n nail nnd so on over nnd over 
nijnin, ho thought ho would strike as 
well an others. For this ho was criti- 
cised, bnt thoro is n great underlying 
moaning under that. In work of thnt 
kind men cannot go with a song on 
their lips. Drudgery lakes tho sparkle 
from tho eye and, I may say, tho skill 
from tho heart. Again conrto tho nn- 
eiinnl distribution c" wealth, nnd that 
problem no ouo has yet reached. But 
the fact roinnins thnt tho mnu who 
does tho nnusunl, tho man who innkcs 
humanity laugh, gets bettor pay in pro- 
portion than ho who fnitlifnlly does tho 
things which tho more fortnnnto do not 
like to do. Tho workiugnian would not 
nsk an equal division of money, hut ho 
asks nn cqnnl division of privilege and 
equitable distribution of wealth/'

when good women, of luothorly instincts 
will Inko up this tramp problem nnd 
sift it out, nnd every town shall have n 
homo tor tbo unemployed and n bureau 
of employment; but I suppose it will 
take it good while to tiinko people bo- 
liovo thnt ovcrylxxly cannot got work 
thnt wonts it. "Continual dropping, 
howevor, will wear uwny » stone," nnd 
tho long dropping of tho rain of nrgu- 
montfl against unequal conditions is 
nlroady telling to sorno extent upon tho 
ndnmanlino heart of the world of socie- 
ty nnd finance.
